Johnitown, Pa., July 14. — After a 
consultation with the four state mtne 

iDBjiectors, sunimonc.l licre to maUc 
a thorutigh inspection of the Rolling 
Mill mine of ttic Cambria Steel com- 
pany, James £. Roderick, chief of the 
■tate bureau of mininc Inspection, 
dictated a notiro to Gonoral Manager 
C. S. Price of ttie Camt>ria company 
granting formal permission to resume 
operations in all sections of the mine 
except the Klondike. The Klondike 
wdrklngs will likely be closod for 
several days until perfect security is 
assured through the brattlcing ot 
openings and repairs necessitated by 
the explosion. " 

Two more doatlis of rrr-fiicd vic- 
tims have occurred. John Sehr and 
Yasante Sibolia died at the Cambria 
graeral hospital. These men were 
among the six living last brought out 
of the mine Friday afternoon, of 
which four others have died. These 
deaths raise the total fatalities to 
114, although the company records 
have It one less. Much confusion has 
attended comiiilation of the record. 

Mine Superintendent (J. T. Robin- 
son said: "I would not like to assert 
that there are no more bodies In the 
mine, but I don't think there are. 
There may be a few." 

It is generally regarded as certain 
that the full extent of the disaster is 
now known. SUte Inspectors say 
that all the workings are now free of 
gas. and the almost perfect ventilat- 
ing apparatus is rushing currents of 
pure air into the uttermost recesses 
of the subterranean workings.. There 
has not been a single place outside of 
the old abandoned chambers that has 
not undergone the scrutiny of experts 
to pronounce everything in as good 
condition as could he asked or ile- 
manded. 

State Mine inspector Josiah T. Ev- 
anti of Johnstown, Joseph >\'llllam8 of 
Altoona, C. B. K(;8s of Gr< fiisliur;; 
and I. O. Roby of Uniontown leit 
Cbief Roderick and the mine officers 
at the mine office and entered the 
mine They went all throngh the 
Klondike. makii;K air tests and notii^g 
the conditions contrulling ventilation. 
They found many openings which re- 
tarded the proper course of air cur- 
rents and noted them. The inspecticm 
lasted for hours. After tlnisliiuK the 
Klondike section the experts went 
through all the other sections which 
have never manifested dangerous 
symptoms. There they found matters 
In ordinary shape, and left the mine 
to report at the hotel to Chief Rod- 
erick. 

This talk went over all the men 
knew of the mine before and since 

the explosidn, the effects of the ex- 
plosion and all pertaining to the pro^ 
pacts of future Immunity from a sim- 
ilar catastrophe. The men paid par- 
ticular note to the ferreting out, if 
possible, the cause of the explosion, 
and the fact whether the blame rests 
OB any one now living, upon whom 
heavy punishment would alight. 

Of course the Inspectors would say 
nothing as to their discoveries. They 
■will remain mute to the public on the 
■abject until called upon to testify at 
the inquest, the date, of which Coro 
ner Miller has not yet flxed . 

Sensible Prince.

The grounds on which extradition is 
asked are comprehensive incharacter. 

This action of the state department 
is inrlependent of the proceedings 
now in progress to obtain tue extradi- 
tion of the men through ordinary Ju- 
dicial process. The secretary has not 
yet acted on the suggestion of the 
department of justice that there were 
obstructions placed Id the way of the 
Canadian proceedings by reason of 
connections between counsel for 
Greene and Oaynor and Canadian 
ofllcials.

Ths New Sattlsshlp Maine. 

Philadelphia. July 14.— The battle- 
ship Maine, which has liet n under 
construction in Cramps' shipyards 
since the spring of lbl»9, will leave for 
her builders' test olt the Delaware 
capes on Tuesday. The trial will take 
place on Thursday, and it is ( xpected 
the Maine will be again niciired at the 
shipyard on ^'rlday. l':easily the most 
powerful battleship that the Cramp 
yard has turned out for the United 
States navy, the Maine is also plan- 
ned to be the fastest. She must at- 
tain 18 knots speed, the same require* 
ment as for the Russian battleship 
Retvlxan, recently completed at the 
yard. In mo.^t respects the Maine and 
the Retvi/au are alike. The keel of 
the new .Maine was laid on Feb. 15, 
1899, the anniversary of the destruc- 
tion of the old Maine In Havana har- 
bor, was launched on July 27, 1801. 
The Maine is 388 feet long. 

Qevernment Forces Defeated. .. 

New York. July 14.— Ooneral Ver 
pas Santos, civil and military chief ot 
the lilieral and revolutionary party in 
Colombia, who is in this city, says he 
haa received advices confirming the 
rejjort that General Castillo's revolu- 
tionary fori-e defeated the (^'overn 
ment tioops under Ciinernl Fi liaca in 
the department of Maguelena. "We 
have not given up our flght in the in- 
ferior departments." he said, "and we 
can hold out Indefinitely, ii v the Lib- 
eral party is veiy numerous in (.'olnrn- 
bia. It is true that our largest army 
Is on the Isthmus, but that Is the 
strategic point. We are virtually in 
possession of the isthmus, excepting, 
of course. Colon and Panama."' 

Will Phctograph Microbes. 
New York, July 14. — New terrors 
will lie added to life in the Interest of 
health if the experiment on which 
John M. Woodbury, commissioner ot 
street cleaning, is engaged shall prove 
successful. The commissioner, with 
a view ot locating microbts and there- 
by removing their cause so fr.r as 
possible, has conceived the idea ot 
photographing the atmosphere which 
circulates In the streets of New York. 
Ry means (.f the photograjhs It is 
hoped the department will be able to 
analyse and ultimately to regulate the 
condition of the atmosphere Just aa 
thoroughly and beneficially as Is done 
at present with the water supply. 

Return of An Exile. 

Panama. July 14. — The Sj^anish 
sfearnsiiip .M(.ntserrat from Havana 
has arrived at Colon with General 
Hulguin, former minister of war, on 
board. General Holguin was exiled 
about one year ago along with Gen- 
eral IN^dro iJel Osplna. and several 
other prominent members of the Con- 
servative party. General Holguin left 
for Barranquilla. enroule it is sup- 
posed, to Bogota. Th(.nias ,\'nst. the 
United States consul at Ouayaquil, 
who arrived in Colon recently from 
New York, came over to Panama on 
Thursday. He will leave on Monday 
for his post. 

Young Slsmarek's Story. 

New Y(irl< .Iiily 14. — Lc^cked in the 
tombs charged with l)\irglary in the 
third degree is a young man who 
claims to be Karl von Biamarck, a 
grand newphew of the great German 
chancellor. If his statements as to his 
identity are confirmed, he pr<d)ably 
will be paroled or released under sub 
pended sentence, Karl von Bismarck 
is charged with having entered a 
Fiftynlnth street apartment and ap 
propriated tapestrleu which are said 
to have been pawned. 

Managua, Nicaragua, July 14.— The 
director general of telegraphs of Nic- 
aragua declares that Blueflelds has 
not been taken by the revolutionists, 
as has been reported. Government 
reports anaouBce the eapture, July 7, 
of a number of ravolatloiilats aaar 
Blueflelds. 



Chicasn. July 14 r:if;ht of the rail- 
roads, after a conference between 
their managers and the members of 
the state board of arbitration, agreed 
to a proiiosition that, it Is believed, 
will result in a settlement of the 
freight handlers' strike. The railroads 
offered to concede two of the main 
Issues of the controversy— pay for all 
overtime and probation. The roads, 

liowever. lefiised to giant the demand 
for 18 cents an hour, but offered I7'i 
cents. The men offered i)reviously to 
accept nhk cents an hour, and, it is 
believed, the proposition of the rail- 
roads will be accepted. The freight 
handlers have the matter under con- 
sideration. The railroads that agreed 
to the compromise were four of the 
eastern and a like number of the 
westtrn lines. The offlcers of these 
roads claim they control the other 
roads, and if the freight handlers 
Shall decide to accept the proposition, 
every railroad entering Chicago will 
sign the new agreement and the 
strike will be at an end. 



A BUSY DAY 



Awaiting Action at Indianapolis. 

Wilkesbarre, F'a.. July 14 The 
tenth week of the great anthracite 
miners' strike may witness the crisis. 
Everything now depends upon the na 
tional convention, which meets In In 
dlanapolls on Thursday. If the con 
vention votes solid support to tin 
hard c(»al miners now on strike, tlu 
conhict with the operators may be 
prolonged indefinitely. On the other 
hand, should substantial support not 
be forthcoming, It may have a dis 
co\iriif;iiiK . ffeet on the stril^ers, air 
the operators, taking advaoiage of it. 
may atetmpt to resume operations at 
some of the collieries. This is the 
corsenstis of opinion as expressed in 
optrat.Ts' and strike circles. No ef 
fort will be made by any of the large 
cml companies to start up any of 
their mines this week. Inoianapoli-'^ 
must speak first before any move U 
made in that direction.

— The yoiinjf 
woman, .Miss Ada Rail - r. w' o v.-as 
brought to the stale insane a.-yliim 
here by the sheriff of El Paso county 
a week ago, in a supposeuiy dement 
ed condition, has so far recovered that 
s:u' renu'niltrs having left her home 
in New York during t^e latter part 
cf May for the (Jalvef-tun carnival. 
After reaching Galveston Miss Bar- 
ker's mind Is a blank until wiiinn the 
last few days. The young woman 
was well supplied with money on 
leaving New York and still retains a 
portion of it. She has written rela- 
tives in New York apprising them of 
l.er wherabouts and Condition. I'hy- 
siciaiis pi'i'nounpe her case one <f 
double consciousness or recurrent de- 
mentia. 

Rat)-bone at Home. 
Cir.cinr.Rti. July 14. — E. G. Rath- 
bone, late director general of posts 
in Cuba, arrived here and was met at 
the St. Nict.< las by ir.any c f his old 
neightors. lie goes to his former 
home at Hamilton Tuesday. After 
spending a week or more here attend- 
ing to his personal affairs he will 
.i(>in his family In western New York. 
This is til* first visit of Mr. Ratlibone 
to his home since the recent trials in 
Havana, and he was received by 
many friends whose calls presented 
the appearance of a reception. To all 
inquiries of newspaper men Mr. Rath- 
bone replied that he had nothing fur- 
ther to say regarding Cuban affairs 
than be had set ftorth In his petition 
to congress for a full lnve<:tigation. 



file Pretideet and Seeretary Root 
DlMC'iM the Priars Question. 

0\sier Hay. .\. Y., July 14.- Presi- 
dent Roosevelt an l Secretary R<K)t 
are busily engaged in the considera- 
tion Of Important subjects. One of 
the Important questions discussed by 
the prtsiiient and Secretary Root was 
that I elating to Governor 'I'afls nego- 
tiations wnn the Vatican respecting 
the Philippine friars. Both Mr. Roose- 
velt and the secretary of war deem 
it unwipu that ths friars should re- 
main in the archipelago with the 
pr*sli;_'e they now possess. The atti- 
tude the friars assume is regarded 
not only as a menace to the peace ot 
the islands, but also as an obstruc- 
tion to their government and to the 
civilization of iluir inhabitants. 

No statement of the conclusion 
reached by the president and Secre- 
tary Root could be obtained at Saga- 
more Hill, but unofficially It is under- 
stood that a note Is being drafted in 
response to that transmitted by the 
pope through Governor Taff in ti;.> 
administration. As Governor Talt 
started the negotiations, it is likely 
that the reply of tins government will 
be sent to the Vatican authorities 
through bim. Assurance is given that 
the United States will Uke a strong 
ground In support of Its contention 
that the friars must be eliminated 
from the I'hillppines. It is abs(dutely 
stated that no official statement of 
any phase of the situation will be 
made public until the negotiations 
with the Vatican have been complet- 
ed, and then the announcement will 
be made from Washington. 

No Cause For Trouble. 
New York. July 14. — Regarding the 
published report that dissatisfacthm 
was growing among the telegraph 
operators in ths Boston office of the 
Western I'nion Telegraph company. 
whl<h would probably lead to the or- 
gaiii/.ation of the operators as a part 
of the American Federation of L<abor, 
P. Brooks, general eastern superin- 
tendent of the Western I'nion com- 
pany, said that, so far as he knew, 
the report was without lonndation. 
Operators in the Boston office of tue 
company, Mr. Brooks said, -work the 
same hours and receive the same pay 
as operators In every other city office. 
There have betn no discharges nf 
operators, salaries have not been re- 
duced, and hours of duty have not 
been Increased. Conditions in Hos 
ton, the geni'ial superinteudeTit add- 
ed, are in all respects the same as 
they have been for the last 15 years, 
and there is absolutely no cause for 
dissatisfaction on the part of the 
telegraphers. 

Student*' Congress. 

New York, July !«.— loe third In- 
ternational congress of students Is to 

be held at Budapest from Sept. L'4 to 
Oct. 1. The main value of the leuera- 
tlun. according to M. Leygues, former 
minister of public instruction of 
France, consists in Its avowed object 
of lirii'.giiig f(^f.' ther from time lo 
time the students from all parts of 
the world, and in so doing bringing 
about the wholesome result of broad- 
ening the sympathies and tne intel- 
lectual horixttn « f the students. The 
second congress of the federation, 
held in Paris in 1900. was attended 
by over 1,000 foreign students, who 
enjoyed French hospitality for over 
a week.

Tracks of ^anta Fe System at Law- 
rence, Kaii-Hi, Ilndly Puiiiaged, 
and the Liiiuu i'ueltlc lltM 
Cause For Alarm. 

Lawrence, Kan., July 14. — Ninety 
feet of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad track at Lakeview 
was washed away by water rushing 

to the old river bed from the Kaw 
river. The previous break in the 
track across the eastern arm of the 
lake Just formed had not been rem- 
edied, and a work train was caught 
lietween til" two breaks withotit coal 
or water. The water continued to rise 
at the lake all day and flowed over 
the Santa Fe tracks at the east side, 
washing away some of the track. The 
country east of the lake is badly 
flooded and many families are moving 
away. The river here has risen three 
inches during the day. It broke 
through its bank a mile north of here, 
and is now giving the I'nion Pacific 
railroad cause for alarm. 

Charges Against Speed. 

Pawnee. ()l<la., July 14.— The Paw- 
nee county grand j.iry has presented to 
the federal cor.rt a repi i l wliich 
makes direct charge agaiust Horace 
Speed, United States attorney for 
Oklahoma, in connect ion with the col- 
lection of certain taxes in the Osage 
reservation. Speed was employ* d by 
the county commissioners to collect 
these Uxes In 1899 and 1900. The 
grand jury alleges that Speed secured 
this contract by means id' a conspiracy 
to defraud the coniiiany and reeum- 
mends that suit be immediately in- 
stituted against Speed to collect the 
(S78!i, which he was paid (or this 
Work. 

Republican Leagus Convention. 

Chicago. July 14.— Isaac Miller 
Hamilton, president <if the .National 
League of Republican (•lul)S, announc- 
ed that acceptances have been receiv- 
ed from the majority of Republican 
governors to attend the annual con- 
vention of the league. The conven- 
tion will lie in se.^sion tiiree da.\s. in- 
stead of two. as usual. Present indi- 
cations are that St. Louis will get the 
convention and that it will be held 
the first week in October. 



Death of General Morgan. 
New York, July 14. — Oeneral Thorn 
as J. Morgan died at Yonkers, N. Y., 

aged 62. Death was due to kidney 
disease. Oeneral Morgan was born in 
Franklin, Ind. At the outbreak of tne 
civil war be enlisted as a private and 
rose to the rank of brevet brigadier 
general. President Harrison made 
him commlslsoner of Indiiin affairs. 
At the time of his death Oeneral Mor- 
gan was secretary of the Home Mis 
stoD soelety ot the Baptist church. 

Dancer Dangerously III. 
Beriin. July 14. — The Australian 
dancer Saharet, while en route from 

St. Petersburg for New York to begin 
a long engagement in the United 
States, was attacked by peritonitis 
and Is now dangerously 111 at the 
WaatmlBster hotel In tals city.

The previous week's standard of prices and 
(ood demand from tbe manutactaiars and ex- 
porMra was duplicated dnrint tbe past week 
with scarcely any Tarlatlon. Tbe largo msnu- 
faotniors were steady bayeia thronghont and 
gave careful esamlnatton to the ooadttion and 
quality of the samples sulnaitted for their la. 
spectlon. While the speeulatlva demand wu 
satislsctory and perhaps a Uttla bom pnaalDg, 
tbe French Begte bnyws were tbe grsatast fac- 
tor in stimulating competition, which was vary 
spirited on Wednesday and Thursday. 

The bulk of the ofTerings consisted of very in- 
ferior tobacco, principally of common dark 
trashes : dsrk and green trash 94(t5. dark tips 
(36 and dark to medium bright lugs from K-f*^ to 
ST.tO. The Krenrh representatives were Iree 
takers of the latter type, and also of dark me- 
dium red leaf. ranniuK from S<VS,i to IT k''). Clean 
lugs, with some color. Irom J7 .'.u to t'.i, and me- 
dium bright leaf $h.Mifa'.i.,'iO, continued very firm 
tinder sharp comx>etitlon. Fine leaf was dull 
and sold at 110 to JU, Eccording to i|uality. The 
highest Krades commanded fancy figures, one 
single pa( kaga of cuttafB reaching |28 per 100 

pounds. 

As tbe season ptogTSssss there is little hope for 
improvement in the quality of the ofTerlngs. A 
streak of green ruus through almost tbe whole 
of last year's crop. Redrylng has not Improved 
it to any extent. Tbe surprise is that present 
prices for tbe crop are as high as they are. Win- 
ter prized tobacco started off at a fair price, and 
continued Mtislactory thioughont tbe wet tea- 
son. Bedried is bringing little more than It did 
in winter condition, and tbe advance is Just suf- 
floient to psy the coat of handling. 

Reports of the arowing crop continue fsTor- 
able. The early planting in many places already 
covers the ground, while the late set looks 
healthy and Is making good progress. In a few 
sections the crop Is not advancing very rapidly, 
owing to unfavorable seasons, but the crop, as a 
whole, is descriood by those interested as doing 
very well.
